 In 2016, there were 139 adult/adolescent (age 13+) HIV cases diagnosed in Baltimore County. 

 Of the 3,305 living adult/adolescent cases in Baltimore County at the end of 2016, 63.4% were male, and 31.4% were among 
adults aged 50-59 years old. 

 Non-Hispanic (NH) Blacks made up the majority (68.5%) of living adult/adolescent cases. 

 Among living adult/adolescent cases, the most common estimated or reported exposure category was heterosexual exposure 
(HET) (40.9%), followed by men who have sex with men (MSM) (37.1%), and injection drug use (IDU) (18.4%). 
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
